Tho Government's little transaction 
with Oittman is now flually and Irre- 
vocably closed by the discontinuance 
a few days since of the civil suits and 
the release of a further sum of 112,- 
whii'li was held by attaelinicnt. 
The eiiiiipromisR having; Iii en a;rii i'ii 
upon and partially carried into efl'ect 
liy a discontinuance of the criminal 
cases and the release of part of the 
stolen money, of course the rest had 
to follow. This last sum of money 
will, il is said, be distriliuted among 
Oltiiian's lawyer.s, and the Iliiii.Uieh- 
aril Ciiiwley will receive a share, as 
pay for hi- servii os in efl'ecrm^ the 
eompiiimisi'.

This calls to mind the case of Pay- 
master Wassoii, who has just been 
taken 111 prison uiwii the fliidingof a 
military court, wbere as a rule they 
punish oll'enders. Wassoii, it will bo 
i-emembored, took about $.i.000 of 
Goverument money to pay poker 
debts with. Kailing to make the 
sliorlapc good ill lime to avoid dis- 
covery he was arrested, confessed and 
was tried by court martial. Ilofore 
the trial his friends aided him to rt- 
storc the money ; yet this did not 
save him from conviction and a severe 
sentonce. Hard as It aeamt upon thit 
heretofore promitlug young man,iuch 
plfoniea could not property go unpun- 
ished. He was cathlere^ from the ar- 
my, thut debarred ft«m ever hold- 
ing military or civil office again, scu- 
iiiilded' to eighteen months^ Intjirison- 
ment and Hit crime ordered to bo 
publiabedin the newspapein of hit 
Own hofUe. But how different the 
puAlihtnent in this case from that of 
one which , jOiOoprr^ In . the days of 
Grant and Belknap. Paymaster 
Hodge wat on duty in Washington 
where he had b6en during the war. 
Hi bad btentepeatMly ordered away, 
■\iat in 'iom«'wat''he msnagedto got tlin 
order rescinded and ho stayed here, 
having millions of dollars at hi* dis 
IMisal. Urlce was Paymaster Ocnor- 
al and gave Ilodgc a loo.to roiu. Re- 
sult, Hodge stole over $109,000 and 
lost it, it is said, in AVall 8lreet,which 
is no belter than losing it at the gam 
liling table, lie confessed his crime 
when lie could hide it no longer, ami 
was tried by court martial, lie was 
dismissed the service and sent to the 
penitentiary. Did be bei ome a con- 
vict ? No. Did he make lestitulion 
of the stolen money ? No ; . not ouc 
dollar of it. But lie did not have bis 
head shaved, and was not required to 
live on prison fkrc. He was put in 
the library, wore gootl clothes, and 
iiad plenty to eat for a year, when 
Grant pardoned him out. How is 
thi«e»pljl|ffiai.jrj»y,.hc stole near- 
ly a half a million dollars, and never 
returned a cent. Waaiton took 16,000 
aud returned the whole amount Yet 
as things go,the latter It a thief, while 
the former It ranked as a'gentlepiau. 
How^the Goverument hates a petty 
thief, and how It love* a colossal rob- 
ber!.
